An elderly district man died 
early today with burns over 80 
per cent of his body suffered 
when propane gas tanks ex­ 
ploded during a grass fire on his 
property Friday afternoon.

Richmond Smith, 81, of Unity 
Rd , Springfield Township, in 
Mahoning County, died at 3:55 
a.m . today at St. E lizabeth’s 
Hospital in Youngstown with 
third degree burns suffered in 
the fire Friday shortly before 4 
p.m. 
He w as' taken to the 
ho spital by th e S p rin g field 
Township rescue squad. 


Firem en said a grass fire 
ignited on Mr. Sm ith’s property 
from sparks from a chain saw 
he was using to cut wood. 
Mr. Smith apparently was 


atte m p tin g 
to 
d isconnect 
propane gas 
tanks 
from 
a 
nearby trailer when the ex­ 
plosion occurred. 
He was engulfed in flames. 
The trailer w as destroyed, w ith 
that loss set at $12,000 
His wife, a semi-invalid, was 
in a nearby house and was not 
injured. The house was not 
dam aged.

Township, Petersburg and New 
Middleton responded to the call 
at 3:45 p.m with a total of three 
trucks and 40 Ynen.

the crim es. Their threat to 
harm or kill hostages got them, 
at least partially, what they 
w anted: the chance to yell from 
the highest housetop of a l l - 
nationwide electronic and print 
media. 
None of the three 
recent 
incidents has resulted in death 
or serious injury to persons 
held hostages, but a college 
new spaper reporter was killed 
and others w ere injured in the 
W ashington, DC, episode this 
week.

The S tate D epartm ent report, 
which the m ilitary government 
has found "contained slanted 
and 
unacceptable

Congress And The Colleges

The 
nation’s private colleges and 
universities historically have 
traveled a rough road. They 
never have been in greater 
peril than they are today. Once 
their concern was with per­ 
forming their independent task 
w e ll, now their concern is with 
performing it at all. 
The threat to their existence 
comes in part from rising costs 
that have pushed tuition fees to 
a point of diminishing returns, 
but this is not the great worry. 
The most ominous peril lies in 
the tightening grip of federal 
controls. 
It is a melancholy story, but 
certainly not a new one; the 
colleges are victim s of the 
ancient rule that says the road 
to hell is paved with good in­ 
tentions. Twenty years ago, 
when 
institutions 
of 
higher 
education began accepting 
m a jo r fed eral grants,* the 
motives were noble and the 
process seemed benign. When 
Congress began funding large 
programs of student loans, the 
benevolence was widely ac­ 
claimed Federal requirements 
in the field of civil 
rights 
seemed altogether just. 
THE 
INSTITUTIONS had 
abundant warning of the course 
of events. Scores of college 
■presidents sounded a larm s: 
Federal aid inevitably would 
bring federal control. But the 
temptations were too strong, 
and the pressures on Congress 
too great to be resisted The 
governm ent's 
1978 
budget 
projects nearly $3.4 billion in 
various 
aids 
to 
higher 
education, an increase of 26 
percent over the outlays in 


fiscal ’76. 
Controls come in different 
guises. A sm all M ethodist 
college, 
hard-pressed 
fo r 
building funds, in desperation 
accepted a federal grant of 
$373,000. These were the con­ 
ditions: The college agreed “ to 
remove all religious symbols 
from the top of its chapel, to 
lim it the number of Methodists 
on its board and teaching staff, 
to refrain from sponsoring or 
conducting any religious ser­ 
vices, to remain totally neutral 
toward the spiritual develop­ 
ment, in a religious sense, of its 
students, 
and 
to 
exclude 
prayers, hymns, and sermons 
from Its graduation exercises ” 
The government’s demands 
for “ affirm ative action” in the 
h irin g of facu lty m em bers 
continue to impose burdens that 
get to be unbearable. In a 
major speech last month, D r 
John A. Howard, president of 
Rockford College, 
spoke 
in 
somber tones of the problem: 
“ Whatever may have been 
the intent of the government, it 
is an indisputable fact that 
‘a ffirm a tiv e 
a ctio n ’ 
has 
operated in such a way as to 
prevent many colleges from 
consistently 
h irin g 
and 
promoting the best qualified 
individuals to the vacancies on 
its faculty 
To permit any 
extraneous consideration to 
take 
precedence 
over 
professional qualifications in 
the appointm ent of fa c ilty 
members is to compromise the 
education process at its very 
core. This is a large and fateful 
step which the nation has taken 
toward intellectual and cultural 
suicide.” 
SOME OF THE controls are 
fa r 
rem oved 
from 
the 


educational process as such. 
Federal health and safety 
regulations lie like an asbestos 
blanket across the campuses. 
The A m erican Council on 
Education has estimated the 
cost of compliance with federal 
requirem ents at alm ost $2 
billion a year. As Newsweek 
magazine has noted, the sum is 
“ roughly equal to the entire 
sum the in stitu tio n s raise 
through voluntary donations.” 
The burden of federal forms, 
records, 
inspections, 
and 
compliance reports grows ever 
greater. 
Dr 
Howard has urged his 
colleagues to band together this 
year in a concerted appeal to 
Congress and to the Carter 
administration: 
Got off our 
backs! He pleads eloquently for 
a 
m ora toriu m 
on 
fu rth e r 
m anifestations 
of 
the 
benevolence that suffocates. He 
also pleads for a 
modest 
program of tax credits, as 
distinguished 
from 
tax 
deductions, 
for contributions 
made directly to institutions of 
higher learning. 
The tax credit plan makes 
sense in principle; in practice, 
it could mean serious problems 
for the Treasury. For the time 
being, what is most needed is a 
clear statement of policy from 
President 
Carter 
and 
from 
HEW Secretary Califano That 
policy must be predicated upon 
a steady reduction in federal 
rules, regulations, and direct 
grants in aid. Unless the trend 
of recent years can be rever­ 
sed, the private institutions 
ultim ately w ill become mere 
appendages of the omnipotent 
state; they may survive, but 
they w ill be “ private” only in 
name.

federal judge who w ill make 
new law by reasoning that the 
Constitution requires it. 
The difficulty all began 174 
years ago when Chief Justice 
.John Marshall in Marbury vs. 
M adison 
established 
the 
Supreme Court as the official 
interpreter of the Constitution. 
But one 
couldn’t 
blam e 
Marshall. Someone HAD to 
interpret the Constitution and

argument. 
Yet even in those formative 
days the hazard that the federal

party, had three passions — 
Franklin Roosevelt, the needle 
trades and the Liberal party. 
He wanted it to rocket to a 
flashing s ta rt in 
1945.

There is no better illustration 
than the school mess. Twenty- 
three years ago the doctrine set 
forth in Brown vs. Board of 
Education that no child shall be 
assigned to a school because of 
the color of his skin made 
sense. “ Separate but equal” 
had proven in practice to be far 
more separate than equal.

began to listen to the then- 
fashionable sociological theory

The result was disastrous.

and guided itself by the letter of 
the law, the old dictum that 
“ the law is what the Supreme 
Court says it is” could be lived 
with. But when the courts cast 
off restraint the people began to 
lose control. 
Somehow,

have to re-establish the prin­ 
ciple that the law is what it says 
and no more than what it says, 
and that laws can be made only 
by legislators whom the people 
can fire.

sheep for the Soviet wolves. 
F inland, however, was not 
included in Russia's conquest 
The Soviets tried from 1939 to 
1940 but the Fins, armed with 
p riv a te ly 
owned 
firea rm s, 
repelled them. 
Presently in Congress there 
are over one hundred bills that 
w ill, 
if passed, restrict the 
private ownership of firearms 
in America Gun control hasn’t 
stopped or even dented crime, 
it nas in tact left the citizens of 
such citie s as New Y ork, 
Chicago. Boston and Baltimore 
unarmed against a growing 
flood of crim inals. The idea that 
a murderer, rapist or bank 
robber would buy a weapon 
legally in a gun shop is foolish 
r.iiigh but the very thought 
that he d register it is the height 


of ab surdity. Guns le gally 
purchased are recorded in the 
stores and easily traced by 
local and state police. Why 
register 
them 
nationally? 
There is only one reason with 
the aim of total gun 
con­ 
fiscation 
the 
ultim ate goal. 
Every dictatorship, left wing or 
right wing, has enforced these’ 
laws. It won’t stop at “ Saturday 
Night Specials” or all handguns 
or rifles and shotguns. It won’t 
stop u n til

Chevrolet engines has promp 
ted an investigation by the state 
attorney general's office 
Robert Tongrean, head of the 
Consum er F rauds Section, will 
determ ine w hether such sales 
violated the sta te ’s Consumer 
Practices Act. 
Tongren said Friday it will be 
at least 30 days before any legal 
action is taken against any 
dealer accused of violating the 
law 
Tongren said under law he 
cannot 
identify 
those

c alled to complain or the 
d e a le rs 
from 
whom

purchased the cars 
He explained 
It 
m ust 
be 
determ ined under what condi 
tion the consum er purchased 
the car. 
“ If a salesm an told a con­ 
sum er I have an Olds for you 
but it does not contain a rocket 
engine and the person buys it 
then there appears to be no law 
violation," Tongren said 
“ However, if the consum er is 
under the im pression he was 
buying an Olds either because 
of the statem ents m ade by the 
sales person or because of the 
contract he signed and later 
discovers the c ar had a Chevy 
engine, it could possibly be a 
deceptive act in violation of the 
law ," he said 
Tongren said "if evidence 
bears it out" the sales were

A cccording to the list, the 
p ro jec ts had b enefit-to-cost 
ratios 
"less than unity” — 
m eaning they would return less 
than a dollar in benefits for 
every dollar they cost. 
But w hether the new fiscal 
evaluation criteria'w ill hold is

When the Senate told C arter 
it w anted work on 18 projects to 
continue, it also said the ad ­ 
m inistration should go back to 
the old 3«/8 per cent discount 
rate.

As a result, she said, tne 
young persons have bad m emo­ 
ries, are unable to m ake any 
negative valuations, have short 
attention spans, function far 
below their natural intellectual 
levels and respond with fixed 
sm iles 
As conservators, the parents 
intend to turn their children 
over to the Freedom of Thought 
Foundation in Tucson, Ariz 
The organization says it gives 
subjects lots of food, sleep and 
reading m aterial, and arranges 
plenty of discussion with for­ 
m er "M oonies."

one-half the level recorded last 
, year at the Salem office of the 
Bureau of Employment Ser­ 
vices. However, continuing 
applications were much higher 
than last year. 
The 113 figure for last week 
was down four entries from the 
previous week and compared to 
234, the average per week last 
March. 
None of the 113 persons said 
they lost their employment 
because of an energy-related 
cutback.

Boaters Are Asked 
To Register Early 


The Ohio D epartm ent of 
N a tu ra l R eso u rc es <ODNR> 
has urged Ohio 
boaters 
to 
register their w atercraft early 
this year. According to Norv 
Hall, chief of ODNR’s division 
of w atercraft, the division is 
working to elim inate som e of 
the "red tape’*’ 
involved in 
registering boats. 
A bill w ritten by ODNR will 
be fo rw ard ed to the Ohio 
G eneral Assembly, he 
said, 
which will provide for m ailing 
renewal registrations directly 
to b o a te rs on 
a 
trie n n ial 
schedule. To further simplify 
the process for boaters, the 
proposed legislation would not 
re q u ire th e re g is tra tio n of 
outboard motors. 
The 1976 registration expired 
M arch 1. This y e ar’s boat and

a v a ila b le 
from 
a g e n ts 
throughout the state, including 
three in Columbiana county:

Boaters registering boats 14 
feet or longer and m otors 10 
horsepower and m ore, must 
present their titles to get a 
registration. W atercraft titles 
are stam ped annually at the 
tim e of registration, just as 
autom obile titles are. 


T hose 
ind iv id u als 
who 
acquired boats before Jan. 1, 
1964, when the state 's w ater­ 
craft titling law becam e ef­ 
fective, are not required to 
present titles when registering 
the craft. 
Another incentive to obtain 
boat and m otor registrations 
early, Hall pointed out, is that 
the registration fees do not 
reduce through the year as does 
the auto registration fee.

Doctor Charged 
With Blood Test 


CINCINNATI (U PI) — Euro­ 
pean leaders view the new 
administration of President 
Jimmy Carter with a “ great 
deal of hope,” says internation 
al political expert Martin J. 
Hillenbrand. 
“ While it’s too early for a 
definitive statement about how 
Europeans conceive Carter’s 
foreign policy — they realize 
every new administration has 
to have a shakedown period — 
on the whole I think Europeans 
show a great deal of hope in the 
C arter 
ad m in istratio n ,” 
Hillenbrand said Friday. 
“ It appears to be an outward 
looking administration with 
understanding of and sympathy 
for their requirements They 
have an open mind, but feel the 
kind of dynamism the Carter 
administration displays can 
only be a good thing .” 


Hillenbrand, former US. am­ 
bassador to Germany and 
former assistant Secretary of 
State for European Affairs, was 
the featured speaker at the 23rd 
annual conference 
of 
the 
Cincinnati Council on World 


Affairs, which attracted 1,500 
persons. 
At a news conference, Hillen­ 
brand flatly predicted no return 
of American 
“ isolationism 
“ Any return to isolationism 
seems to me utterly out of the 
question,” he declared. "Noth­ 
ing said by the new Carter 
administration would give en­ 
couragement to those who 
encourage an isolationist ap­ 
proach.” 
Hillenbrand hedged on a 
question about the long-range 
political impact in Russia of 
Carter’s 
recent 
“ human 
rights" statements concerning 
the treatment of Russian dis­ 
sidents. 
"There are two schools of 
thought 
on this," 
he 
said 
"There are those who say that 
by calling attention to it, they 
(Russian leaders) do lay off the 
more flagrant kind of treat­ 
ment (of dissidents). But there 
are others who say you just 
stiffen their rigidity 
"The problem is to decide 
which alternative is correct.” 
Asked which alternative he 
favored, he replied, “ I ’m not 


sure,” adding. "My personal 
view is you have to proceed 
very cautiously " 
However, Hillenbrand struck 
a hard stance in favor of 
keeping NATO troops in Europe 
in the wake of a Soviet military 
buildup 
"1 think the average Euro­ 
pean accepts the continuing 
necessity of NATO as a bulwark 
of defense,” he said. “ After all, 
there has been 30 years of peace 
in central Europe. 
“ NATO is an undoubted 
success, 
so 
it 
would 
be 
foolhardy to rip down that 
structure, especially when we 
see a Soviet buildup in the 
conventional arms field.” 
Hillenbrand, who retired as 
US ambassador to Germany 
last year, is now director of a 
private research organization, 
the “ Atlantic Institute for 
International Affairs,” head­ 
quartered in Paris, France.

through the St Mary’s River 
The US. Army Corps of 
Engineers announced Friday it 
is 
ready 
to 
reopen 
the 
MacArthur Lock on the St. 
Mary’s at Sault Ste. Marie for 
passage 
Ore shipments were tem­ 
porarily suspended Jan 18 due 
to the severe weather and 
heavy ice conditions and the 
need to concentrate on moving 
energy supplies elsewhere on 
the Great Lakes 
Several ships got stuck in the 
St Mary’s and elsewhere on the 
Great Lakes for extended 
periods, keeping the Coast 
Guard busy for weeks. 
US. Steel Corp will initiate 
the resumption of navigation 
with four of its high powered, 
ice-strengthened vessels and 
high-powered C’anadian vessels 
also involved. Other companies 
will resume regular shipping 
activities as warranted by their 
needs. 
The ( ’oast Guard will have 
icebreakers and other vessels 
available in critical ice areas, 
to provide escorts when neces­ 
sary. 


“ The resumption of naviga­ 
tion in early spring will provide 
for further observation, data 
collection and evaluation by 
industry and government of 
operations 
and 
conditions 
under record severity,” said 
Brig. Gen. Robert L. Moore, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Winter 
Navigation Board. 


Moore said particularl em­ 
phasis will be placed on the 
effects the severe conditions 
had on shorelines and shoreline 
structures. 
The 
data 
is 
essential to determining the 
feasibility of 
permanently 
extending navigation on the 
Great Lakes-St 
Lawrence 
Seaway system, he said. 


"While I could respond to 
industry’s request to reopen the 
shipping season under my 
authority whenever the ship­ 
ping industry petitions for 
clearance, 1 also recognize the 
necessity as 
part 
of 
the 
demonstration program to 
assure the residents of the St. 
Mary’s River area that every 
precaution will be taken to 
provide for their safety and 
welfare during this early 
opening,” Moore said 
"We understand and give full 
consideration to the many 
interests affected by this ac­ 
tion.”

The President also said he 
made an exception in his 
conflict of interest guidelines 
for Strauss to cover stock 
holdings in two Dallas com­ 
panies. Strauss will be permit­ 
ted a blind trust under an in­ 
dependent trustee to manage 
his investment securities while 
he serves in the trade post. 
Carter said as trade negotia­ 
tor, Strauss “ will disqualify 
himself from acting on matters 
affecting the interest of either 
of those companies.” 


Rita Hayworth 
Said Disabled 
By Alcoholism 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (U PI) - 
Rita Hayworth, the red haired 
rnovie star of the 1940s and 
favorite pinup of World War II 
GIs, is disabled by “ mental 
disorder” and alcoholism and 
should be put in the care of the 
public guardian, a Superior 
Court judge was told Friday. 
Miss Hayworth, 58, was in 
Hoag Memorial Hospital at 
Newport Beach. 
“ She is now unable or un­ 
willing to accept responsibility 
for her treatment” and is a 
chronic alcoholic, said a state­ 
ment from a hospital physician. 
Dr. James Miner. 
The doctor’s statement ac­ 
companied a petition by the 
Orange County Public Guar­ 
dian’s office that it be put in 
control of Miss 
Hayworth’s 
affairs because she “ is gravely 
disabled as the result of mental 
disorder.” 
A hearing was scheduled for 
April 1 before Superior Court 
Judge Claude Owens 
Miss Hayworth, who came 
from a show business family 
that had her dancing at 14, was 
one of the top stars of the 1940s 
She played the willful redhead 
in “ Gilda” and she and Betty 
Grable were the two favorite 
“ pinup girls” of the men who 
fought World War II. 


Her five husbands included 
actor-director Orson Welles 
and 
the 
wealthy 
Moslem 
prince, Aly Khan. She had a 
daughter by each of them, 
actress Rebecca Welles and 
New’ York socialite Yasmin 
Khan. 
In the 1950s, as she grew 
older, she switched to occasion­ 
al character roles. Her last 
movie was “ The Wrath of God” 
in 1972. 
In 1976 she was carried off an 
airliner in London, waving her 
arms in protest, by airline 
workers who complained she 
was drunk and 
“ made a 
nuisance 
of 
herself” 
on a 
transatlantic flight. 
She 
hosted 
a 
reception 
recently for an artist friend in 
Newport Beach, reportedly to 
be seen in public to dispel 
rumors that she had become “ a 
sad and lonely” alcoholic.
